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United States District Court Denies Injunctions 
to Advertising Laboratories on January 9 


Judge William J. Campbell Upholds Dental Practice 
Act in New Assault 


The despoilers of the Dental Practice 
Act lost another round in their long 
battle to continue their illegal operations 
when Judge William J. Campbell of the 
United States District Court at Chicago 
on January g denied two similar re- 
quests for injunctions to restrain en- 
forcement of the advertising prohibitions 
of the Act. 

The first suit was filed by the Gum 
Gripper Dental Plate Company and as- 
signed to Judge Campbell. Later a sec- 
ond similar suit was filed by the AAA 
Dental Laboratories, Inc., and was as- 
signed to Judge Charles E. Woodward. 
At the request of the United States Dis- 
trict Attorney, the AAA case was trans- 
ferred to Judge Campbell so that both 
could be considered simultaneously by 
the same judge. 


ALLEGATIONS 


The allegations set up in the petitions 
filed by the two laboratories were that 
(1) the amendment to Section 5 of the 
Dental Practice Act (preventing sale or 
delivery of prosthetic appliances to the 
public by a laboratory) was an unconsti- 
tutional exercise of the police power by 
the State of Illinois and (2) that Section 
18b (the anti-advertising section) violates 
the Fourteenth Amendment to the Con- 
stitution which provides that no person 
shall be deprived of life, liberty or prop- 
erty without due process of law. Both 
contentions were emphatically rejected in 
the two opinions rendered by the Court. 

For the information of our readers, 
the text of the opinion in the case of the 
AAA Dental Laboratories, Inc., follows. 
The text of the opinion in the Gum 
Gripper Dental Plate Company’s case is 
substantially the same. ; 


TEXT OF OPINION 


“The law is established beyond dis- 


pute, and indeed the plaintiff in this con- 
cedes, that it is within the legitimate 
exercise of the police power of the State 
to regulate in the public interest the 
practice of the profession of dentistry 
within the State. Douglas vs. Noble, 
(261 U. S. 165); Semler vs. Oregon 
State Board of Dental Examiners, (294 
U.S. 608). 

“Why then is it not also within the 
legitimate exercise of the police power 
of the State to define within reasonable 
limits what constitutes the practice of 
dentistry? This is precisely what the leg- 
islature.of the State of Illinois has done 
in the amendment to the Dental Prac- 
tice Act complained of by the plaintiff 
herein. It is, therefore, my opinion that 
the said amendment constitutes a per- 
fectly proper and reasonable exercise of 
the police power of the State of Illinois 
and does not violate the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States. 

“The Supreme Court of Illinois in the 
case of Alexander vs. Hallihan, (377 Ill. 
187), has similarly construed the statute 
complained of herein, and the defend- 
ants contend that such decision is res 
judicata as to this case. Although I 
thoroughly agree with the opinion of the 
learned Supreme Court of Illinois in this 
instance, it is unnecessary in view of my 
opinion hereinabove expressed to pass 
upon the defendants’ contention. 

“The plaintiff in its amended com- 
plaint, in addition to alleging the un- 
constitutionality of the statute referred 
to, also alleges that in any event its op- 
erations do not constitute a violation of 
the said statute since such operations 
come within the terms of an exception to 
said statute. It is not the province of 
this Court, having determined the con- 
stitutionality of the statute involved, to

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Dr. Edward Reiter Draws Capacity Crowd at 
Society Meeting on January 20 


Practical Program on Local Anesthesia Proves 
to Be Extremely Popular Subject 


That local anesthesia is still a popular 
subject was proven statistically as well as 
emotionally at the January meeting of 
the Chicago Dental Society. The Red 
Lacquer Room was filled nearly to ca- 
pacity, augmented measurably by the 
presence of every oral surgeon in Chi- 
cago and its environs come to pay trib- 
ute to a man who has reached the top of 
his profession. Dr. Edward Reiter, of 
Cleveland, was the essayist and his paper 
clearly was conceived with the idea of 
helping the dentist in general practice ; 
a bit elementary and sometimes repeti- 
tious, yet, on the whole, very helpful. 


PATIENT REACTION 


Dr. Reiter modestly prefaced his re- 
marks by saying that all he had learned 
about local anesthesia had been taught 
him here in Chicago by such men as Dr. 
Charles W. Freeman, Dr. Stanley Clark, 
Dr. W. H. G. Logan and Dr. Howard 
Miller. He laid particular stress upon 
the patient’s reaction to the injection of 
a local anesthetic, pointing out that it 
was usually fear that produced the dis- 
turbing symptoms rather than the in- 
gredients of the solution. He recited the 
case of an athletic individual who visited 
his dentist for the purpose of having a 
tooth extracted. The patient was told 
that he would have to wait possibly 25 
or 30 minutes, which he decided to do. 
He picked up a current(?) periodical, 
sat down in a comfortable chair and 
seemed entirely at ease. Then, without 
warning, he had a heart attack and died 
right there in the reception room. Had 
this patient not had to wait for his 
appointment he would certainly have 
died in the dental chair and his death 
would have been attributed to the anes- 
thetic agent. 

One cannot be too careful in apprais- 
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ing patients when they come in for an 
extraction, Dr. Reiter pointed out. An 
extremely apprehensive individual will 
evince at times all the cardinal signs of 
shock (rapid pulse, high blood pressure 
and cold clammy skin) immediately 
after an injection of procaine and yet all 
these untoward effects are due not so 
much to the epinephrine in the solution 
as to fear on the part of the patient. If 
fears are allayed, no further symptoms 
develop. It is, therefore, incumbent upon 
all of us to dispel the patient’s apprehen- 
sion first. This can be done in various 
ways. First, inspire confidence by de- 
veloping a painless technic for insertion 
of the needle. This can be done by re- 
membering to keep the mucous mem- 
brane taut and always having the field 
of operation in view. Have the patient 
keep his mouth closed when infiltrating 
in the maxilla, pull the lip outward, then 
just drop the point of the needle 
through the distended tissue. When 
making a mandibular injection have the 
patient open his.mouth quite widely and 
the mucous membrane at the site of the 
injection will stretch tautly enabling the 
operator to insert the needle painlessly. 
If these instructions are followed, topical 
anesthetic agents are unnecessary. 

The ideal anesthetic agent, Dr. Reiter 
concluded, should produce profound an- 
esthesia, be rapid in action, have suffi- 
cient duration to permit the usual dental 
procedures and produce no painful after 
effects. It, therefore, appears that the 
dentist doesn’t need to be concerned 
about what particular brand of procaine 
he uses—there are some thirty on the 
market—he needs only to be concerned 
about his approach and his technic.

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SCHOOL ACTIVITIES 


UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS 
COLLEGE OF DENTISTRY 


A development of the cooperation of 
the University of Illinois Colleges of 
Dentistry, Medicine and Pharmacy is the 
Committee on Pharmacy and Therapeu- 
tics, which not only supervises the Re- 
search Hospital drug service, but dissem- 
inates information concerning the prep- 
aration of drugs flooding the professions 
today. The Committee, headed by the 
Dean of the College of Pharmacy, is 
composed of representatives of each of 
the three Colleges, and of the Hospital. 
The College of Dentistry representative 
is Robert G. Kesel, head of the Depart- 
ment of Dental Pathology and Thera- 
peutics. 

The Committee supervises the pur- 
chase and administration of drugs, chem- 
icals, pharmaceutical preparations, bio- 
logicals, and professional supplies within 
the Hospital. In addition, it attempts to 
coordinate the practices of medicine, 
dentistry and pharmacy related to the 
selection and use of new therapeutic 
agents. The Committee formulates pol- 
icies concerning the admission of com- 
mercial representatives. to demonstrate 
their products in the Hospital or before 
various student groups, studies problems 
in connection with costs of drugs to pa- 
tients, and answers questions requiring 
cooperative research which may arise in 
daily practice. 

A function of the Committee of im- 
portant immediate benefit is the publica- 
tion of memoranda concerning various 
preparations of drugs. The Committee 
determines which of the unlimited num- 
ber of such preparations offered for the 
treatment of a particular condition is 
most practical, efficient, and least costly 
for the patient. No attempt is made, of 
course, to prescribe methods of treat- 
ment ; the Committee indicates the prep- 
arations most generally useful as proved 
by adequate research and clinical evi- 
dence. 


Bromides, dentifrices, gastric antacids, 
sulfonamides and vitamins are the sub- 
jects of some of the bulletins. Denti- 
frices, for example, covers ingredients, 
physical properties and claims for med- 
icated dentifrices, and presents a form- 
ula for a satisfactory low-cost dentifrice. 


As many as 1,800 copies of each 
mimeographed bulletin are distributed 
among the faculties and students of the 
three University Colleges, the Presby- 
terian Hospital, Rush Medical College, 
and the Illinois Eye and Ear Infirmary. 
All numbers of the bulletin are on file at 
the University Library, 1819 West Polk 
Street ; copies are not available for gen- 
eral distribution. 


CHICAGO COLLEGE OF DENTAL 
SURGERY, DENTAL SCHOOL 
OF LOYOLA UNIVERSITY 


Dean W. H. G. Logan spent the week 
of January 11 to 17 in Mexico City, 
where he attended and read a paper be- 
fore the Fifth National Mexican Odon- 
tological Conference. At the conclusion 
of the meeting, the Dean spent some 
time sight-seeing in the city and its en- 
virons. Several other faculty members 
have also been on the extra-curricular 
speaking circuits. During December, Dr. 
Warren Willman, Professor of Operative 
Dentistry, appeared before the Greater 
New York Dental Society.

Editor's Note: The following Bulletins are three of a series that are being issued 
by the Committee on Pharmacy and Therapeutics of the University of Illinois. Their 
purpose is to offer information about various types of pharmaceutical preparations 
that are being offered the professions in almost unlimited numbers. No doubt con- 
fusion exists in the minds of many as to just what preparation is most practical, effi- 
cient and least costly for the treatment of a particular condition. The reports are 
brief and of a review nature, making them suitable for publication in THE FORT- 
NIGHTLY REVIEW.

I. VITAMINS: 


Little did Casimir Funk realize when 
he coined the word, “Vitamine,” that he 
was furnishing the catchword for a 
$100,000,000 business. Probably nothing 
has captured the imagination of the 
public so thoroughly as the vitamin de- 
ficiency question. (Note that the “e” has 
now been dropped.) Only in part is this 
due to advertising; a good share of the 
fault rests with the medical profession 
which has indiscriminately prescribed 
vitamin capsules, tablets, elixirs, etc., on 
the theory that some good might be ob- 
tained, that no harm can result, and that 
since all is not known about vitamins, 
there may be some hidden elixir of 
health, some spark of prolonged life, 
some all-powerful corrective enclosed in 
the gelatin seal or compressed tablet. In 
comparison, one should not smile at the 
theriacs and treacles of antiquity until 
one has thoroughly enjoyed the potpourri 
of the modern vitamin capsule. 


Ironically, the greatest trade in vita- 
mins is in communities where there is 
sufficient money to provide adequate 
diet. A person financially unable to pro- 
vide a balanced diet cannot afford to 
buy the expensive vitamin products. The 
self-conviction that one is vitamin- 
deficient is almost of paranoid quality ; 
the premise is false, but the results are 
satisfying. 


Vitamins are a necessity. No one can

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doubt that living organisms require these 
substances, but their use should be, and 
in these times must be, limited to those 
individuals who actually require them. 
A priority on vitamins would do much 
to settle the embarrassing problem of 
inadequate supply when there is suffi- 
cient for all who need them. 

There are three classes of people who 
actually require vitamin therapy: those 
who have insufficient intake, those who 
do not absorb them, and those in whom 
the agent is apparently ineffective when 
absorbed in ordinary amounts. 

Insufficient intake may be one of two 
types. A diet by necessity may be so 
restricted and limited, either due to pov- 
erty or disease, that it is unbalanced. In 
this sense there may also be deficiency 
in fats, carbohydrates, proteins, or min- 
erals. Secondly, an individual who is 
comparatively healthy and financially 
able may develop an inadequate diet 
through individual dislikes to foods, the 
variety of foods becoming more and 
more restricted until insufficient vitamins 
are ingested. This condition is most effi- 
ciently and economically corrected by 
the eating of balanced diets. Naturally, 
patients on necessarily limited diets must 
have vitamins added. The eradication of 
poverty is progressing at a rate consistent 
with our way of life, and the dietary 
needs of vitamins is being considered 
seriously (fortified bread). 

There is a group of individuals, ap- 
parently normal in all respects, who do 
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not have the ability to absorb vitamins 
when taken in ordinary amounts. If 
more vitamins are taken, according to the 
law of mass action, more vitamins are 
absorbed, and in this way a deficiency 
may be prevented. A subgroup, large in 
proportions, is composed of those indi- 
viduals who prevent absorption by tak- 
ing cathartics. The more active cathar- 
tics eliminate the vitamins, and the oily 
types (e.g., liquid petrolatum) are apt to 
dissolve the fat soluble vitamins (A, D, 
K, F) and thus prevent their absorption. 

In the last group are those individuals 
who, in reality, are not suffering from a 
lack of vitamins, but rather a disturb- 
ance in their internal metabolism. In 
these the possibility of mass action from 
additional intake may help to correct the 
deficiency. 

The statement is too often made that 
vitamins are harmless. We know that in 


large amounts they are toxic; however, 
it is quite difficult to say just what 
amount may be toxic. Certainly idio- 
syncrasies exist; therefore, one would 
think that a toxic action is not beyond 
plausibility. 

The possibility exists that the persistent 
absorption of large quantities of vitamins 
may so alter cellular metabolism that a 
higher concentration of vitamins may 
become a necessity in order to effect a 
normal intake. 


The fact that such small quantities are 
necessary leads one to conclude that these 
substances are highly active and should 
not be treated as indifferent harmless 
substances. 


They should be used only when 
actually needed and not allowed to be- 
come a passing fancy (or placebo) for 
the majority of the people. 


If. VITAMIN D, AND CALCIUM AND PHOSPHORUS COMPOUNDS IN 
DENTAL THERAPY? 


In the young growing child vitamin D 


and calcium compounds are essential 
factors for the good calcification of the 
growing bones and teeth. These should 
be obtained by dietary means rather than 
through medications. Calcium com- 
pounds obtained from foods seem to be 
better assimilated and retained. Foods 
also supply other necessary nutritional 
elements not found in purified vitamin 
products. 

In the non-growing adult, although 
not needed to the same extent as before, 
vitamin D, as well as calcium and phos- 
phorus compounds, are still an essential 
part of the diet, since they play a part 
in the calcification of the bones and the 
maintenance of the integrity of other tis- 
sues. However, such compounds do not 
play any role in the enamel and dentin 
once these tissues are fully formed and 
calcified. The vitamins and calcium 
compounds can have no direct influence 
upon the avascular and acellular enamel 
and dentin in the erupted tooth. 

There is no established experimental

or clinical evidence that vitamins or cal- 
cium compounds have any direct relation 
to the production or the prevention of 
caries. There is, on the other hand, evi- 
dence, both experimental and clinical, to 
the contrary. When caries does occur, it 
may be caused by dietary factors other 
than the lack of vitamin or calcium com- 
pounds. The physical character of the 
food and the carbohydrate content of the 
diet play an important part in the pro- 
duction of caries—as does the lack of 
cleanliness, quality and quantity of the 
saliva, bacteria, etc. 

Recent scientific clinical investigations 
do not show that caries can be produced 
or arrested by vitamins or calcium com- 
pounds. Therefore, special vitamin or 
calcium compound therapy is not indi- 
cated in the prevention of caries. 

While nutritional factors can be re- 
lated to the growth and maintenance of 
the alveolar bone and the gingivae in 
both children and adults, any nutritional 
deficiency severe enough to disturb these 
structures is serious enough to warrant 
the attention of the physician, lest other 
and more vital structures be affected. 
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CALCIUM METABOLISM, PREGNANCY AND CARIES’ 


There is current a popular though in- 
correct saying that is used frequently 
and uncritically by both the medical and 
dental professions: “A tooth for every 
child.” In the face of good evidence to 
the contrary, this saying has_ been 
strengthened through unquestioning re- 
iterations which has led to irrational 
therapy. 


The aphorism was originally based 
upon a number of erroneous concepts 
which have since been corrected by sci- 
entific investigations. The first of these 
is that calcium withdrawal is possible 
from the teeth just as it is possible from 
the bones. Since the bone acts as a store- 
hoyse of calcium to be drawn upon when 
the need arises in the organism, many 
men have placed the teeth in the same 
category, forgetting that while the bone 
is a vital cellular structure, both enamel 
and dentin are avascular and acellular. 
In fact, enamel is a dead structure not 
even having encapsulated within its sub- 
stance protoplasmic processes (dentinal 
tubules) as does the dentin. Calcium 
withdrawal is made possible from the 
bone not through any mysterious process 
of decalcification but by the process of 
resorption by osteoclasis. For this process 
to occur, the tissue must be vascular and 
cells must be in close approximation to 
it. These conditions obtain only to a 
very limited degree in the dentin and are 
absent in the enamel. In fact, physio- 
logic resorption occurs only in the de- 
ciduous teeth. The fundamental differ- 
ences between bone and teeth are com- 
pletely disregarded in the concept that 
calcium withdrawal is possible from the 
teeth. There is no evidence to support 
this assumption nor any scientific mech- 
anism to explain it. 


The second misconception upon which 
the saying is based is that caries is related 
to calcium metabolism. The mechanism 
of this relationship is not made clear by 
any adherents to this theory and none

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has been established. Caries is certainly 
not caused by an internal withdrawal of 
calcium from the teeth. Caries is a bac- 
teriai infection of the enamel and dentin 
and begins at the surface of the tooth. 


The calcium needs of the mother are 
increased during pregnancy. The fetus 
is a parasite which lives upon the mother 
and obtains its nourishment directly 
through the blood stream, regardless of 
whether its dietary elements are ingested 
by the mother or taken from the mother’s 
tissues. However, the total amount 
needed by the fetus is relatively small in 
relation to the total body calcium of the 
mother. 


The full-term infant weighing 3,000 
grams contains approximately 24 grams 
of calcium. The average woman has 
2,000 to 2,500 grams of calcium, of 
which 97 to 98 per cent is within the 
bones and less than 1 per cent in the 
teeth. The total calcium need of the fetus 
is therefore 1 per cent of the mother’s 
storehouse. Such a drain is not serious. 
However, for the safety of the general 
health of both the mother and infant it 
is essential that the calcium intake of the 
pregnant woman be increased to a mini- 
mum of 1.5 grams per day. 

Under various conditions 10 to 40 per 
cent of the calcium is retained, so that 
during the last five months of pregnancy 
the mother retains at least the amount of 
calcium needed by the fetus. Usually an 
excess is retained and stored in the ma- 
ternal reserves. There is no reason to be- 
lieve that, except under severe dietary 
restrictions, the fetal calcium needs must 
be obtained from the maternal reserves 
in the skeleton. It certainly cannot be 
obtained from the teeth. However, since 
the alveolar bone which supports the 
teeth is the most viable of bone, it is 
possible that the alveolar bone might 
suffer first in cases where calcium must 
be obtained from the osseous structures 
because of a failure to absorb it by way 
of the gastro-intestinal tract. Intraoral 
x-rays of pregnant women do not support 
the thesis that bone destruction is com- 
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mon during pregnancy. As a matter of 
fact, the literature does not contain any 
evidence that alveolar destruction is more 
common during pregnancy than at other 
times. 

The relationship between pregnancy 
and caries has often been pointed out by 
both physician and dentist to the preg- 
nant mother. As a result, she has come 
to expect the loss of a tooth or many 
teeth as an additional sacrifice which she 
must bear for her unborn child. Clinical 
investigations reveal the fact that caries 
is no more prevalent in pregnant than in 
non-pregnant women of the same age. 
This does not mean that caries does not 
occur in pregnant women. But when it 
does occur to any unusual degree it can 
almost always be related to the poor oral 
hygiene associated with the sordes and 
acid metabolites from the nausea and 
vomiting and with the general lassitude 
of the pregnant mother. 

Gingival involvements do occur in a 
relatively mild form (pregnancy gingi- 
vitis) during pregnancy, due either to the 


above-mentioned local factors, or to the 
temporary endocrine imbalance. This 
gingival condition is neither serious nor 
difficult to eradicate, and normally dis- 
appears after term. 

While periodontal disease, especially 
alveolar atrophy, is theoretically possible 
during the pregnancy period, it is actu- 
ally rarely associated primarily with the 
pregnancy and then only when other and 
more direct etiologic factors in the pro- 
duction of periodontal disease are pres- 
ent. The vague and uncritical use of 
“disturbed calcium metabolism” should 
not be invoked to “prove” any such hy- 
pothetical relationship. 

There is no question that the pregnant 
woman should have good dental atten- 
tion, but there is no reason to believe 
that she will nonetheless suffer unduly 
from dental disease as a result of her 
pregnancy. The incidence of caries and 
periodontal disease during pregnancy is . 
no more nor less than during the non- 
pregnant period. The statement “A 
tooth for every child” is a dental myth.

which proves that your reporter is not 
always perspicacious. In the advance 
notice of the meeting he had caused to 
be written a paragraph relating to a lec- 
turer from the Field Museum. Words 
such as these were used hastily if not 


tritely, “an inspiring lecture which will 
encourage men and women to develop 
interest in cultural and spiritual activi- 
ties as an ‘escape mechanism.’” The 
men and women wanted to escape all 
right but were so soothed by the dulcet 
tones of the speaker that they lapsed 
into a coma instead. 


Dental Status of Young Men of Military 
Age: Faulty and defective teeth head the list 
as the greatest single cause of deferment under 
the Selective Service Act, according to Klein 
who studied several hundred men including 
some enrolled in National Youth Administra- 
tion projects and others attending a national 
defense training school. Of 642 men between 
the ages of 21 and 35 years, 97 would be 
subject to rejection for full military service 
according to Selective Service dental require- 
ments, while the remainder would be accept- 
able. The rejectable men were found to have 
an average of twenty-two permanent teeth 
attacked by caries. (It is pertinent to note 
that in this survey decayed, missing and filled 
teeth are considered to have been attacked by 
caries.) Of the twenty-two teeth having caries 
experience, thirteen are already extracted, two 
need to be extracted, two have been filled and 


five are carious and justify treatment by fill- 
ings. As pointed out by Klein, the teeth of the 
rejectable men clearly have a more _ pro- 
nounced tendency to be attacked by caries 
than those of the acceptable individuals. Both 
acceptable as well as rejectable men needed 
dental care. Indeed, in Klein’s report is 
found’ the rather startling and thought pro- 
voking conclusion that in the group surveyed 
nine out of ten of the rejectable men needed 
full or partial dentures, and the same propor- 
tion of the acceptable men needed partial 
dentures or bridges. Until dental caries can 
be prevented, the excessive accumulation of 
need for fillings, dentures and bridges can be 
obviated by systematic, perennial dental serv- 
icing, beginning in the first decade of life and 
continuing without interruption through the 
late adult ages.—Current Comment, J.A.M.A., 
117:1186 (October 4) 1941.

CIVILIAN DEFENSE 


COMMITTEE OUTLINES PLANS 


The Committee on Civilian Defense 
of the Chicago Dental Society has stud- 
ied the plans of the Medical Advisory 
Council as far as they have been formu- 
lated. The Committee has proposed to 
the. Chief of the Emergency Medical 
Service, Dr. Herman N. Bundesen, that 
members of the Chicago Dental Society 
may participate usefully in the program 
by volunteering for certain assigned 
duties. 

In the organization of base hospitals 
for emergency service, the regular hos- 
pital staff will be utilized so far as pos- 
sible. Nearly all such hospitals have 
regularly appointed oral surgeons, but

for any hospital not adequately staffed 
by specially trained men in this field the 
Dental Committee offers to secure oral 
surgeons from the members of the Chi- 
cago Dental Society. 

The Dental Committee recommends 
that a volunteer dentist be assigned to 
each casualty station and first aid post. 
The Committee recognizes that the need 
for emergency dental treatment of 
casualties will not be frequent, but 
believes that dentists are adequately 
trained for emergency service and first 
aid work in these posts. 

When the plans of the various com- 
mittees have been more completely 
formulated and if the Medical Advisory 
Council acts favorably on this proposal, 
the Dental Committee will recommend 
that the officers of the branch societies 
secure the names of volunteers, prefer- 
ably men over forty-five years of age. 
Assignment then will be made by the 
branch societies or by community sub- 
committees. 

Central coordination and planning is 
essential in the Civilian Defense Pro- 
gram, but decentralized community ad- 
ministration ‘will be necessary for effec- 
tive results. It is expected that many 
members of the Society will participate 
directly in their own community organ- 
izations, and that as plans develop there 
will be additional responsibilities which 
may be assumed by the members of the 
Chicago Dental Society. 


NATIONAL DENTAL 
COMMITTEE ORGANIZED 


A national dental committee to co- 
operate with the Medical and Surgical 
Relief Committee of America was offi- 
cially organized January 16 at a meet- 
ing held at Committee headquarters, 420 
Lexington Avenue, New York, New 
York. Dr. Elmer S. Best, of Minneapolis, 
was appointed National Dental Director. 

The new group will enlist the coopera- 
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tion of State Dental Associations and 
their women’s auxiliaries, editors of den- 
tal journals and deans of dental schools 
in addition to dentists throughout the 
country. Dental supplies will be collected 
by committee members in each state and 
held at state headquarters for redistribu- 
tion in this country and among Amer- 
ica’s allies wherever dental needs exist. 

According to Dr. Best, the new com- 
mittee will play an important part in 
maintaining health and morale during 
the war emergency. 

“Without adequate dental care,” he 
said, “the entire defense and health pro- 
gram of a nation at war may be ineffec- 
tive.”

Brophy, Dr. Malcolm Carr, Dr. Henry 
S. Dunning, and Dr. L. K. Mobley, all 
of New York City. 

Dr. M. Don Clawson of Beirut, Syria, 
will head the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee.

further determine whether or not the 
plaintiff's operations come within the 
said statute. This is a matter for de- 
termination by the properly constituted 
law enforcement officers and Courts of 
the State of Illinois. 

“The legal sufficiency of the complaint 
herein having been properly raised by 
the defendants’ action to strike and the 
Court being of the opinion for the rea- 
sons aforesaid that the said complaint is 
legally deficient, the motion to strike is 
granted. The complaint is accordingly 
stricken and the cause dismissed at 
plaintiff’s costs.” 

The importance of this twin victory 
cannot be minimized. It means one more 
potential loophole plugged up. For their 
fine work in handling the defense in these 
cases, special commendation is due As- 
sistant State’s Attorneys Jacob Shamberg 
and Nathan Kinnally of the staff of 
State’s Attorney Thomas J. Courtney 
and Special Assistant Attorney General 
William L. Morgan, assigned by Attor- 
ney General George F. Barrett——Horace 
J. Tharp, Chairman, Committee on En- 
forcement of the Dental Practice Act.
